The way to the peace of Ghent, which j 
ended the w a r of 1812, was paved by 
au offer of the czar to a rt as mediator, 
though it was rejected. In rejecting It 
Lord Castiereagh let it be known that 
he was willing to negotiate directly 
with the United States. The United 
States gladly accepted and sent com­ 
m issioners, but England neglected to 
appoint en v o is until long afterw ard. 
w hen lier troubles had become so great 
that she was desirous of peace. 
On the death of Czar Nicholas I. his 
successor, A lexander ll., announced to 
the courts of F.urope bis desire th a t the 
Crimeuu w ar should end. A peace con­ 
ference w as held in Vicuna, but in 
three m ouths It w as broken off aud the 
war resumed. The w ar went on until 
A ustria, a neutral power, threatened 
to join the uilies unless the czar ac­ 
cepted her ultim atum , lie at first re­ 
fused, but a personal letter from the 
neutral king of Prussia Induced bim to 
reconsider, aud the final peace confer­ 
ence was held. 
In 1870 th e French governm ent which 
SUCCO* 
arm istice, then for peace, but th e re 
quests were declined and the siege of 
Furls began 
A fter the surrender of 
Paris the G erm ans consented to an 
arm istice to perm it the election of a 
national assem bly which it could rec­ 
ognize. T he 
prelim inaries of jieace 
w ere agreed on between Bism arck aud 
T hiers at Versailles, and the treaty 
followed at Frankfort. 
The Ruaao-Turkish w ar was cut abort j 
by England's th reat to enter It. ltusalu 
arranged an arm istice Im mediately and 
negotiated the treaty of Sun Htcfauo 
directly with Turkey. England, bucked 
by France aud A ustria, refused to rec­ 
ognize It, and the congress of Berlin 
was summoned, but before It m et the 
czar had negotiate*! a secret treaty 
w ith Knglund em bodying most of the 
agreem ents subsequently m ade then'. 
The term s of peace betw een the 
United States and the Confederacy 
were arranged by general* in the field. 
The Spanish-A clerical! w ar of 1808 
chis* d when Spain on July 2d mad*! 
O 'ort urea to the United Stutes through 
Ca ml Kin, the French am bassador at 
W ashington. Seventeen duys later the 
protocol was signed. 
The Boer w ar ended in au unprece­ 
dented way. 
T he mem bers of the 
T ransvaal governm ent rode into Mid­ 
dleburg aud requested to be sent to 
liord K itchener to arrange peace term s 
wltti him. 
Ile m et them , but held that 
because of the peculiar character of 
the Boer arm y the men iii the field 
would have to be consulted lf any aa- 
surahee of peace was to be givpu. 
Steyu, De Wet and Pelarey w ent to 
the com m andos, explained the sttua 
Hob to them , and each body in the field 
chose tw o delegates to meet ut Veree 
iiigiug ami decide the m atter by vote. 
President ltoosevelt brought Hie lins 
so Japanese w ar to an end by sending 
on June 8, H>o3, Identic dispatches to 
both governm ents urging Hist they en ­ 
ter into ik s< e negotiations. 
Both ac­ 
cepted and sent envoys to the Uulted 
States to negotiate th** treaty of Ports 
month. 
The ways of ending wars. therefore, 
ure various, aud mediation has played 
an Infinitesimal part Iii the w ars of the 
last century and a half.—New York 
Times.

Thousands of let­ 
ters arrive daily, and every one of any 
Rn porta lice must have the individual at­ 
tention bf America's first citizen. 
Of 
course the president Is not able to rend 
all bis correspondence himself. 
This 
difficulty is overcome by ii carefully de­ 
veloped system by which the contents 
of tho White House mall ling of any 
Importance are laid before Mr. Wilson 
each day. 
The W'ork of selection falls ut mn a 
corps of confidential clerks, who open 
the letters aud give them a flrst rend 
Rig; then they arc carefully sorted. 
Many of them are simply recommenda­ 
tions for office. 
These, after courteous 
acknowledgment, are referred to the 
proper departments aud placed on (Fe 
until the matter can be taken up for 
consideration. 
Hundreds of the missives arc purely 
formal or contain impossible requests. 
These are immediately answered by the 
staff and signed bv one of the presi­ 
dent’s assistant ms retards. 
Such communications a 
Hie president 
ought to see are clearly briefed—tiiat 
is, a slip is pinned at the top of each 
letter, arid on tills I* a typewritten 
synopsis of its contents, felling who the 
writer is and what he lias to present.
